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"SELLING BABIES 1 T0 “CHINAMEN, 


A Profitable San Francisco | Industry Lately Broken 
Up by the Police. 


[Subject of I[lustration.' 

Mrs. Laura Wilson, the San Francisco woman, who 
is accused of selling white children to Chinese. was on 
trial the other day before Pulice Judge Lawier on the 
specific charge of selling a white: female child of the 
age of between five and six weeks, to Dr. Lee Lai 
Tong, a doctor at 23 Waverly place, in February, 1884. 
A number ot witnesses testified for-the prosecution, 
making out a very strong case. Dr. Tong testified 
positively to the adoptiow of the child, paying ¢35 to 
Mrs. Wilson and $50 tobe given to the mother of the 
infant. Mrs. Wilson had come to him with the propo- 
sition of the barter of Hop Gee.~ The baby was subse- 
quently brovght to him, and-Mrs. Wilson was pre. 
sented with the money. Annie Robinson, a colored 
girl, who was in Mrs, Wilson’s employ, saw the bar- 
gaining with tbe doctor, but could not identify him. 
She had seen a number of Chinese there negotiating 
tur babies. A child which she saw sold for $50, but for 
which Mrs. Wilson demanded $75, had been left in the 
bouse by unknown persons about one week befure 
Hop Gee's sale. The baby was drugged with morphine 
before being taken away. 

Margaret Hinton, another employee, had frequently 
heard the accused speak of selling babies, but had 
never witnessed any sale. She identified the doctor, 
and also the receipt for $0 given by Mrs. Wilson to 
the “doctor.” The prosccution resting its case, which 
was a strong one, the accused took the stand. and 
claimed that the child iu question was the offspring of 
a white woman brougt to her place by a Chinaman. 
They acted as if they were husband and wife. She ul- 
ways thought the baby was a halfbreed, although it 
did not have blue eyes. Mrs. Wilson did not deny 
giving the child to Dr. Tong and presented the follow- 
dug document as exculpating her: 

“San FRANCISCO, Nov. 16, 1883. 

“Mary Murpby,I here give my child to Lee Lai 
Tong to adopt as his own and bring up. As[ ama 
cripple, I am not able to support my child, and I give 
it into his hands. Mary MurpuHy. 

“Mrs. Wilson as witness. 

“If be wants the baby he bas got to pay Mrs. Wilson 
for the baby’s board $35 a month.”’ 

The defendant claimed to bea midwifs, wuo kepta 
lying-in hospital and took children in to board. She 
had been 2 midwife since ber fuurteenth year, and 
said she had had as many children as fifteen at one 
time. If she had 590 of them she could provide good 
homes for them, she said. She acknowledged that 
while in the business in this city she had disposed of 
over 100 children, sometimes not receiving the value of 
the clothing whicb the bade wore. What had become 
of Mary Murphy, who lived in the Government 
House, the accused did not know. The witness con- 


tradicted berselt a number of times on material.

Policeman Reynolds held the dour 
open, and Capt. Brogan sprang in and declared every- 
body in the place under arrest. The people made a 
break for the door, but the reserve force appeared and 
stopped them.

Professional “Sluggers! Among the 
Fair Sex of America. 





The announcement was recently made in the sport- 
ing columns of the PoLice GAZETTE that an eight- 
round encounter was to come off on Washington's 
birthday, at New Orleans, between two amazons. 
The next Morning a cialienge from an aspiring young 
woman in Brooklyn, to box tbe winner, was received. 
Yomale boxers have been Known in this country for 
about six or eight ycars. The first one was the wife cf 
aretired light-weight pugilist and sbe frequently ap- 
peared in set-tos, with ber husband for au opponenr, at 
Madison Square Garden and other places. She had 
considerable abiiity, and for her size and weight was 
remarkably quick.

Giler young girls learned as much of tbe art as pos 
sible, aud were perfectly satistiod to remain in the 
concert gardens of the city giving nightly exhibitions 
for small pay. One cf tbe women who is to contest fcr 
the “female boxing championship of the worid,” o 
the twenty-second. is very liiely the fi:st lady boxer 
of the country. She comes from Nourf.Jk, Va., is not 
by any means attraciive, but is large and very pow- 
erful. It is said that she actually has won some bena 
fide matches. She has traveled all over the country, 
in variety troupes, siving extibitions wih her bus 
bund for severai years. At several exiubitions in this 
ciy sne certainly, to use the technical expression, 
“snowed up cleverly.” She has consterable science 
and quickness and much strength Ske appears to 
have developed her boxing abilities as much as it i3 
possible for any woman to do. 

Of her opponent not much is known in the East. 
She is said to be a Cincinnati girl, and has only been 
in boxing circles about a year. She tock the boxing 
craze when John L. Sullivan passed throuzh her part 
ot the country. and at onze began a course of syste- 
matic training and dieting, gr2atly developing herself, 
it is said, in every direction.

A FRIGHTFUL FATALITY. 


Five Men, Caged Like Rats, Meet Their Deaths ina 
Chieago Sewer.

In a fou), reeking sewer, cut off from all immediate 
assistance and caged like so many rats, Ave unfortu- 
nate, bard-working men, staggering und blindly grop- 
ing for light and air, met their deaths by asphywation 
recently at Kinzie and Union streets, Chicago. Four 
others, by superhumau cfforts and the immediate arriv- 
alof pbysicians, saved their lives. The terrivle acci- 
dent was so sudden an unexpected that for the 
moment those in positions to render assistance were 
secmingly paralyzed, not knowing what to do. The 
sewer in which the fear‘ul happening occurred is lo- 








cated in the vicinity of a number of railroad tracks, 


and is one of the main drainay2s on the West side. «It 
isa very high one, being between eizht and tep feet 
from the man-hole to the bottom of the sewer, thus 
making it impossible for escape without the aid of 
ropes ora ladder. The men, cleven in number, had 
been engaged from early morning in cleaning the 
sewers, beginning at South Green street and working 
gradually to the fated spot. There they were told to 
look for a gas leak, nine men being put down for that 
purpose, as well as cleaning, This was at 3:3) o’clock. 
Nothing unusual was noticed by the two men above, 
who were posted to watch the holes and attend to tbe 
wants of the men below, until almost 5 o’clock, when 
they were startled by the frantic cries of their com- 
rades below, who sbouted piteously for help.2 

Speedily the first two men were brought to the %sur; 
face, their eyes protruding, their faces blue, and their 
forms limp and almost lifeless. In a few words and in 
very weak tones the rescued men tuld those above to 
basten to the succor of the ‘mea below, as they. were 
dying, perhaps dead, from asphyxiaiion. Instantly 
ropes and Jadders were lowered, and willing and 
brave hands lent their aid. George Curran was ibe 
next to be brought out. He was gasping and stagzger- 
ing, and seemed as though on the point of deaih, but 
was conveyed to a saloon near by and resuscitated. 
Michae! Laski was then brought tbrough the man-hole 
in the arms ofabrother employee and laid on thesnow. 
He was dead, his eyes showing the tcrrible suffering he 
had experienced before death came to his relief. Jo- 
sepb Gill was tbe next brought out. His appearance 
was sufficient to answer the hasty questions asked by 
the great tbrong of men and women who craned their 
necksin their efforts to peer into the foulsnelling 
death-trap. He had probably been the first to suc- 
cumb to the poisonous gases. Peter McGraw was next 
brought up, apparently «dead. Signs of life were de 
tected by Dr. Theo. T. Tay:or. and the form was im- 
mediately taken into Mrs. HKrandi’s place cf business 
near by, where, afier much work, life was restored. 
He suffered considerably from strangulation from the 
foul water and slush into which be bad tallen when 
first affected with the cases, as when placed on the 
floor a great quantity of muddy water rushed from his 
nose and mouth. 
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Outside the unfortunate victims were still being 
brought up from the black hole, the police and sym- 
pathizing spectators doing all tbat was possible to 
speedily extricate them from tbeir living grave. 
Daniel Curtis came next. Life was extinct. Thomas 
Gaviu and Timothy Lawler followed close behind each 
other, limp and apparently lifeless. Vigorous rub- 
bing, bypodermic injections, and applications of warm 
cloths revived them sufficiently to allow them to be 
taken home. James Grady was dead when hauled 
out, his face betraying the most agonizing sufferings. 
Matthew Mason was ulso dead when brought out, not- 
withstan‘ling it was at first thought that signs of life 
were seen. Buta short time had been required in get- 
ting the men from below, and a sigh of relief went up 
trom the crowd when told that there were no more 
men in the trap. 

In the saloon owned by Mrs. Brandi a scene uever 
to be forgotten was witnessed. Stretched upon 
the floor lay the dead and gasping men side by side, 
their wet, soggy clothes torn from their bodies and 
their taces denoting the awful sufferings they had gone 
through. Several ladies lent their aid in assisting the 
physicians, Drs. Taylor and Sweet, while ali the while 
policemen were calling out for more room, that a pas- 
sage of air might strike the quivering, gasping men. 
Not antii almost 6 o’clock was the last patient so far 
resuscitated that be was allowed to be taken heme. 
The dead, with the exception ot Joseph Gill, were re- 
meved te the morguc, their relatives not being on 
band toclaim the remains, With one exception the 
smothered men were all married and heads of large 
families, the majority of them being left in destitute 
circumstances. Tiose rescued were younger men and 
single mostly.

Polk objected to fight- 
ing according to ths Marquis of Queens erry rules, so at the last 
moment the London prize-ring rulea were made to govern. The 
fizht opene! in arathortame fashion, Stewart, as usual, holding 
back to g-t imbered up. Polk, after some cautious sparring, 
rushed {fn an} landed on Stewart's boly, and followed un the blow 
with a right and lef: 01 his face anl neck. This gave the big dare 
key confidence and he soon !e1 again, but was met by straight 
left-hand jabs on the face. Inaclinch Stewart was thrown. Polk 
seemed short of wind in coming up for the second round and Stew- 
srt went at him with a will, deveting al his attention to his 
stomach until he saw an opening. an-the then got home with his 
right on Polk's car, gaininz a clean knock-down. From thut on 
Stewart had it aN his own way. He forced Polk about the stale, 
knocking down all the oli harness, etc., that hung on the walls, 
and creating such a disturbauce that the spectators feared that 
passers by wouli hear the rumpus. Polk was knocked down 
thirteen times, and after the fight had been in progress a little 
over 11 micuies he gave up, refusing to stand.

His friends claimed a foul, 
which was not allowed. The sixth round wa3 tame. Blood flowed 
frecly from Ward's check and lip, and his breast became red in 
spot3 and ugly-looking lumps arose. Both mencame up smiling 
for the sevent round, however, Ward syrprisinz the Bay View 
boy by a sudden change in tactics, closing upon his adversary and 
getting iu several facc-blows. McCartin doiged, the men facing 
fu the middle of the rins aud sparring for an opening until time 
wascalled. The five succceding rgund§ were a repctition of the 
seventh, except that the men frequently ciinched and exchanged 
blows. The thirtecth round was ked for hard pounding and 
severe puuishment ou both sides. MéCartin’s eyes commenced to 
swell and his lips protruicd, while Ward's facc showed marks of 
scvcre puuishment.

In the twenticth round McCartin 
walked round and round Ward, occasionally getting in a blow an:l 
being chased around the ring. In the twenty-first round McCartin 
was severely punished, going down heavily. In the twenty-second, 
after considerable sharp sparring and several blows exchanged, 
Ward got in a right-hander on McCartin’s face aud knocked him 
into hia corner as time was called.

If possible at this moment he will make his 
escape: but, if the bar&ceper’s watchful eye is upon 
him, he will advance to the bar and sip a nickel’s 
worth of sweet cider. 


The late Thurlow Weed suggested that the 
Congress of the United States should take action upon 
the sudject and pass the proper sumptuary law, which 
would effect the destruction of adulterated liquors in 
this country. It is probable that Mr. Weed was mis- 
taken as to the power of Congress to make a law re- 
lating to the subject, not that the power bejongs to the 
States. The law could be made with a few simple and 
plain provisions, and in it the Governor should have 
the authority to appoint chemists in every locality 
where spirituous liquors are sold, whose duty it should 
be to examine all vessels containing liquors, and to 
condemn and destroy the impure und cause to be pun- 
ished all persons dealing in them. Should such a law 
as suggested be carried into effect in this couctry the 
grape-growing business would increase and there 
would be substituted in place of poisonous beverages 
pure wives, pure beers and other pure and wholesome 
drinks. 


This is the cast-iron bill drawn up by those 
Yery liberal geatlemen who favor high licenses and 
otber nails in the coffins of the respectable dealers of 
this State : 

“In cities of more than 300,000 population, liquor 
license, $1,000 a year: ale and beer license, $100; in 
emaler cities, towns, or villages, liquor license, $500; 
ale and becr, $30. Absolute Sunday closing is pre- 
scribed. ‘The proposed penalty for illicit sale is from 
$23 to $250 for a first offense, and from ten days to six 
months imprisonment for subsequent offenses. The 
proposed penalty for violating the terms of a hquor 
license (as by selling at unlawful times or maintaining 
adisorierly house) isa fine of from $50 to $300 fora 
first offense, and for the next imprisonment fur from 
ten days to six months and forfeiture ot the license. 
For violating a beer license the penalties are the same, 
except that the fines are smaller. If Jiquor is kept in 
a beer-house the law is to presume that it is kept there 
forsale. Selling Hauor or beer to children under six- 
teen 1s made a misdemeanor. The bill provides that 
where objection is taken to the granting or refusal ot 
a license, power of review shall rest with the Mayor, 
and bis ruling shall be reversed only by the unani 
“mous vote of the licensing authority. The hours of 
closing are fixed from 12 midnight to 6 A. M. No 
Hquor cr beer licenses are to be granted to concert 
halls or toany person convicted of crime or misde- 
meanor. . Th@-bill, afier passing the final revision 
committee, will be submitted to a representative con- 
ference and toamass meeting of citizens,and then 
will at once be introduced in the Senate and As- 
sembly.”
